mostly reminiscent. The western village,

man wakes ami sleeps companioned hytho 
airy phantoms of hope and tingles to the 
finger tips w ith gnt and go. 


Yet tho typical Xcw England village 


has a charm n*o?t fascinating and individ- 
ual, and tho piaco whore I wriro may only 
stand as a symbol of hundreds nestled 
among the hills from tho Hudson to tho 
Atlantic 
Kinged with beautiful moun- 


tains green wooded to the very crests till 
tho great artist autumn begins his brush 
work, tho village center stretches a mile- 
or more in a long, beautiful street. Xoblo 
trees umbowcr a roadway 300 feet «ide, 
inclusive of tho strips of green lawn which 
border it 
All tho lious.es, with pietty 


grounds around them, aro without fence, 
and tho piospectlvo IS parklike as one 
looks up or down, a view delightfully 
homelike, with a trim and dainty beauty 
which falls mist pleasantly on tho oye. 
Two or throo country stores and a hotel— 
they would have called it a ta^c^n25 years 
ago—do net interfere, with tho charm of 
the pictme, for they ore lost in tho effect 
of tho wliolo. 


The country people and tho city folk get 


along very woll together, though terribly 
critical behind each other's backs. In- 
deed tho countryman is rather glad when 
tho summer boarder departs and ho is 
left, to Ins ow n devices again. One pecul- 
iarity of the Xow England village is tho 
number of quaint originals among the 
people Hard, angular, full of dry humor, 
close fisted as bark on a tree, every man 
and woman knowing the history of tho 
neighbors and their families for 100 years 
back, spouting fountains of local gen- 
ealogy, fond of cynical gossip and with 
singular vigor of dialetic expression, n 
chat with one of these originals is at all 
times most amusing. Family skeletons are 
not looked in closets, but danglo in the open 
air. Th s is the thing which often makes 
local country humor almost ghastly, a 
tiling of the graveyard. 


Arlington is ono of the oldest towns in 


tho state. Tho very handsomo church of 
the old English stylo is, straugo to say, 
Episcopal, ami tho cemetery contains somo 
of tho queerest tombs and inscription's 
thereupon possible to fancy. During^h'e 
Revolutionary war tho place was a hotbed 
of Tories, and it is somewhat singular'that 
many of the most respected and woll to do 
families of this region are descendants of 
Hessian prisoners, captured at tho battle 
ot Bemiington. During tho first year of 
the Revolution an English officer who 
traveled through this section of Vermont 
with o view of stirring up loyalist feeling 
mado a flno pen and ink sketch of the 
beautiful mountain view through a bold 
notch in the hills. This ho gave to a resi- 
dent, and in after years, when Vermont 
became » state, that sketch was chosen ns 
its coat of arms, strange to relate. 


Tho mountains in this part of the stato 


have many abandoned farms, a fact curi- 
ous in its social and economic suggestion. 
In a drive of 20 miles any direction ono 
pleases ho will sec extensive- fields being 
overcome by the forest growth, whence they 
wcro hewn more than n century since, spa- 
cious farmhouses empty, moldcring and 
fast going to ruin. Many of these places 
thus reverting to nature and barbarism 
have, however, been bought by people of 
wealth for summor homes, as they general- 
ly commend the most romantic and plc- 
turesauo surroundings and uro easily 
transformed into delightful country scats. 
This tendency is increasing as tho eiquis- 
ito beauties of Vermont sooner)' and its 
healthy, exhilarating climate become bet- 
ter known to tho rapidly increasing leisure 


is. Vermont has suffered, a curiously 


rapid decadence of tho sheep and lumber- 
ing interests for several years. Yet it 
shows a healthy if slow growth in popula- 
tion and general prosperity in spite ot its 
abandoned farms.

them back, if possible. 
To that end 


he ordered an attack iu force to be 
made on General Grant's line of cir- 
Cnmvallation on July 19, 1S64. 


The point selected for assault was 


in tho vicinity of an old country inn 
called "The Yellow Tavern." 


The order was that the attack 


should be made just before the dawn 
of day, the time most favorable for a 
surprise, "when deep sleep falleth on 
man." 
It was the experience, how- 


ever, of many Confederate 
officers 


charged with the duty of attacking- in 
the gray of the morning that it was 
difficult to bring their troops into line 
at that early hour. 
Although they 


were generally "but in the gristle 
and not yet hardened into the bone of 
manhood," they were in one sense/at 
least, not of the rising g-eneration. 


Hence it was that General Johnston 


Ha;rood, whose brigade of South Caro- 
linians was assigned to the right of the 
attacking f01 ea found that daylight 
had broken before he could align Ms 
command. General Hagood was as 
true a soldier as ever drew a sword in 
battle; to him the path ot duly was 
the path of honor, and although ho 
saw that his brigade was in plain vio'Vv 
of the Union troops, who had already 
manned their iutrenehments, he or 
dered it to advance to the assault 
It 


had to cross a 6p.ice of about J50 yards 
in width, whieh had an undulatiug 
surface, and the broken nature of the 
ground afforded some shelter until it 
debouched upon a . level hicrhway, 
within seventy yards of the works 


It then met with a terrific fire oi 


artillery and rifles, but it was com- 
posed of seasoned veterans and never 
faltered. 
Where the dead fell the 


living stepped,' and their leveled bay- 
onets soon sparkled within twp.nty 
feet of the line of intrenchraents. 
There the brigade came to an invol- 
untary halt, for before it lay a wide, 
deep ditch, half full of water, which 
It had no means of crossing. Unable 
to advance, yet unwilling to retreat 
without orders, every soldier deliv- 
ered his hopeless fire with the energy 
of despair. 


As a merciful suggestion, no doubt 


prompted by adinfration for a body oJ 
brave men, doomed otherwise to cer- 
tain slaughter, the Union soldiers 
called out to them to surrender; but 
the call was unheeded. 
At that 


deadly juncture a mounted officer 
was seen to emerge from the sally- 
port of an earth-work at a re-entering 
angle of the line of intrcnchments, 
nearly opposite to the center of the 
brigade. He galloped up to the color 
bearer of the 
• South Carolina 


regiment, and, holding out his right 
land, demanded tho surrender of the 
colors. Although mounted, tho uni-

Union officer indicated that he 


was a captain of infantry. He was, 
apparently, about thirty years of age,

been shot under" him, and he came 
forward -on a run to intercept the 
officer, who was riding slowly along1 
the front ot the regiment, obliquing- 
somewhat 
toward 
his own lines. 


General Hacrood, on coming up with 
him, seized the . bridle of his horse, 
and leveling his cocked revolver at 
tho captain's breast, said to him, 
"Give mo that fla'jr, sir!" The answer 
was, "Who are you?" The general 
replied, ''I command this brigade. I 
admire your" bravery. 
Give me the 


flag, and you shall return, unmolested 
to your own lines." The captain who 
had furled tbe'flag'and was holding 
it upright, with. • the ferrule of the 
staff resting' ori the pommel of his 
saddle, responded: 
"General, you 


had better surrender to me yourself. 
Look behind you." 


The general looked to tho rear, and 


saw that a large force which had sal- 
lied from the intrenchments on his 
left was moving to cut off his retreat, 
all other commands having retired 
from the fruitless assault 
Turning 


to the defiant captain, he exclaimed: 
"Once more, sir, will you give up that 
flag?" The.. answer was in a loud 
tone, "Never!" With the answer Gen- 
eral Hagood fired, and the officer fell, 
shot through the breast. He still 
grasped the flagstaff as he fell back- 
ward, and it was wrested from his 
grasp. The general then mounted the 
horse and ordered a retreat, which 
was eJSected with a loss of nearly one- 
hal* of tho brigade. 


The captured horse was killed on 


the retreat by a shot from the Union 
lines, and as ho fell ho kicked out his 
heels, and, as if to auenge his fallen 
master, struck Dr. Taylor, theforigade 
surgeon, in tho head, inflicting a 
wound from the effects of which he 
never entirely recovered. 


Often within the lines at Peters- 


burg, around many a campfire, Con- 
federate soldiers discussed the strange 
incident of the flag surrender at Tel- 
low Tavern. How it was that such a 
famous regiment should have allowed 
its flag to be surrendered in battle to 
a force consisting of but one man, was 
most puzzling. 


The occult power- of hypnotism 


might have furnished a solution, but 
it was then unheard of, and is still 
unknown to tne aft of war. 


All agreed, however, that no braver 


deed was ever done than that of the 
Yankee captain who fell, still grasp- 
ing that flag. 


I was then a captain of engineers 


in the Confederate army. 
Sixteen 


yeara later General Hagood was the 
honored chief magistrate of the state 
of South Carolina. 
I was a circuit 


judge, and holding court at Columbia, 
and called on the governor at the 
capitol to pay my respects. 
I found 


him highly elated, and he said to me 
as soon as t was seated: "You recol- 
lect that Federal officer tliat I was 
obliged to shoot in the battle of Yel- 
low Tavern, to recover the flag? Well, 
thank heaven, I did not kill him! He 
is still living. 
Here is a letter that I 


have jnst received from him. 
Please 


read it" 


I read the letter with the deepest 


interest, of which the following ia a 
copy:

I am unable to state the entire con- 


tents of ths affidavit, but I noted this 
paragraph:

"Captain Bailey received the wound 


described while in the faithful dis- 
charge of his diity as a soldier. 


"His act was the bravest that I have 


ever known or read of in military an- 
nals, Nor was H an act of mere in- 
considerate ra'shness, for, in my de- 
liberate judgment, had I not inter- 
posed as I diet, my entire brigade of 
veterans might havo surrendered to 
his single arm." 


In his letter inclosing the affidavit 


Governor Hagood extended to Captain 
Bailey n most t cordial invitation to 
visit South Carolina as his guest. 


He assured him of a most sincere 


•welcome, and that he would be re- 
ceived by an escort of many thou- 
sands of ex-Confederate voterans, all 
now heartily ' loyal to the United 
States.— He-stwte6V*irther, that the 
flag with whjcli- Captain Bailey's 
wound was so honorably associated 
was still preserved, not as a hostile 
symbol, but as a souvenir of comrade- 
ship, and that he would be pleased to 
place it in his hands, and havo him 
view it. iu tho midst of friendly sur- 
roundings. 


Captain Bailey made a most soldier- 


ly reply, expressing, his grateful ap- 
preciation of the invitation so cordial- 
ly extended to him to visit South Car- 
olina as the guest of the governor. 


He expressed his sincere regret 
owover, that the state of his health 


would not permit him to make the 
ourney at that tfme, and stated that 
10 hoped to do so, at some future day, 
as it would affofd him the highest 
gratification to mc;et as friends iti the 
valks of peace tho bravo men whom 
ho had mot as foes in war.—McClure's 
Magazine.

of Parma, where the maestro s-pends 
most of his time. 


During the winter he livets ita the 


Tala/./.o Doria, in Genoa, where he 
may be seen daily on the Aqu i Sole 
promenade, walking alone, his broivs 
knitted as if in deep thought. He 
never wears decorations of any sort, 
although he has them by the si'ore. 
At the beginning- of spring he ami his 
wife go to the Villa San Agata. Here4! 
the maestro becomes a gentleman 
farmer, conducts his estate on .English 
principles and makes a very good 
profit 
He rises at 5 o'clock, takes a 


walk through the park, looks after 
the workmen anrt then ijoes for a row 
on the lake 
At 9:30 "second break- 


fast" is served, and he works until 2, 
when the letter carrier appears. This 
is always, for Verdi, the most inter- 
esting moment of the day. 


At 5 o'clock dinner is served, after 


which ho goes for a horseback ride. 
On his return he plavs cards, of which 
he is fond. Verdi's origin, waa ob- 
scure. His parents lived in tha little 
village of La Roncole, where they 
kept an inn and a grocery shop. 


As a child he was so abnormally 


serious that the old women used to 
shake their heads when they met him 
and whisper, "Ah, he won't live long! 
Poor Giuseppe, he thinks too much!" 
But music always enlivened him, and 
his parents obtained permission for 
him to play on the organ in the vil- 
lage church. Here he spent happy 
hours reproducing by ear anthems he 
had heaid on Sunday. 


At length his father bought him an 


old spinnet, which is now a highly 
prized relic in San Agata. In it mav 
ba read this inscription: 


"I, Stefano Gavalotte, havo repaired 


this spinnet, and I did it without hope 
of receiving payment; I did it because 
I recognised the talent of Giuseppe 
Verdi, which is satisfaction enough 
forme. Anno Domini, 1S21.'' 


One day, when Verdi found himself 


unable to recall ater/ettoliehad com- 
posed mentally the day before, ho 
picked up a hammer ^and was about to 
smash tho instrument, when his father 
confiscated the hammer and spanked 
the boy. 


Verdi's first teacher was the organ- 


ist of La Houcole, with whom he 
studied lor three years. After he had 
been at school a couple of years his 
musical attainments attracted the at- 
tention of a rich grocer named ilaroz- 


who took him into his business and 


allowed him the use of his piano. The 
grocer's daughter 
became Verdi's 


wife Barezzi commissioned the leader 
of the town orchestra, Signer Provesi, 
to give the boy instruction.

three years he confessed that his pupil 
li.ul learned all he knew.
